The ladies’ waiting room, veritable bit old Japan, 
even the furniture and the kimono-costumed attendants, 
liberally decorated with modern peacock design, with 
panels green and blue edged with flat black and gold. The 
adjoining ladies’ rest room furnished with black and gray 
striped furniture and upholstery; the woodwork done 
ivory egg-shell gloss, the ceiling decorated strong colors 
and gold, and panels blended green striped silk. 

The children’s play room and nursery adjoins the ladies’ 
rest room, and forms one the unique features the Coli- 
seum.

The smoking room finished inlaid mosaic

electric current service. 

Where formerly was only pos- 
sible within reasonable cost illu- 
minate the center room, with 
auxiliary side lights used 
special occasions, this time 
quite within the compass the 
purse. 
through the fairly well perfected 
system lighting 
and the modern high-efficiency in- 
candescent electric lamps, secure 
adequate and uniform illumination 
over and the utmost corners 
any room where reasonable judg- 
ment has been used placing the 
electric lighting outlets. 

When the intense glare the 
lamps first dazzled the eyes the 
public and caused the oculists unctuate their souls 
thought new horde patients, the people who have 
with the lighting buildings immediately set about 
ways and means utilizing this increased illumination 
and the same time relieve the accompanying eye-strain. 
The first method adopted 
system 
whereby the light source was entirely 
concealed and all the light rays 
reached the plane usefulness 
being first cast upon the ceiling and 
from there reflected all parts 
the room. This made the ceiling 
the light source far the eye was 
concerned and was very soft and 
beautiful and gave out delightfui 
sense restfulness. 

two peculiarities were soon 
noted with respect this style 
lighting.

NEW DESIGN 


The many experiments illumination made 
those concerned with lighting problems have fairly well 
established the fact that the most satisfactory light ob- 
tained lighting fixture sufficient luminosity trans- 
mit from ten per cent fifteen per cent the illumination 
directly the plane usefulness and the balance the 
light generated from the ceiling other reflect- 
ing area. course, there are some essential technical 
details observed thoroughly good results are 
obtained, but the above have, broadly speaking, proven the 
most satisfactory proportions which divide the direct 
and indirect components light. Recently type ceiling 
fixture has come into much favor with the public that fur- 
nishes limited reflecting area—say sixteen twenty inches 
—for the indirect component light and about fifty per cent 
rather well-diffused direct light. This more less 
compromise fixture and not very scientific, but caters 
certain weakness the buying public and therefore finds 
ready sale. 

And right here reach the principal factors which cause 
many poor lighting installations made today, despite 
the present opportunities easily accomplishing satisfactory 
results. 

The various recent developments lighting prompted 
the creation the “illuminating but thus far 
has not proven very lucrative profession for the reason 
that most buyers lighting equipment seem loath pay 
fee for this kind work, believing that anything that 
they know, think they know, much about themselves 
does not require the services expert; and, also, 
reason the fact that most instances lighting installa- 
tion must decorative, and harmony with the surrounding 
decorations, well practical, and 
the scientific man seldom artistic. 
result, many illuminating engi- 
neers are compelled, order eke 
out existence, become more 
less secret pensioners lighting 
equipment lighting equipment sup- 
ply dealers, and their judgment en- 
gineers must needs thereafter become 
tempered the particular equipment 
their patrons have sell. 

The only outlook for higher aver- 
age lighting and lighting equip- 
ment lies the hope that owners and 
architects will come realize that 
they cannot get something for noth- 
ing, and after setting aside 
quate appropriation for the lighting 
fixtures building and closely spe- 
cifying the kind material 
used and the kind finish that will 
acceptable, make the competition 
entirely upon the sufficiency and 
ciency the illumination fur- 
nished and the appropriateness 
style and design the fixtures of- 
fered. The lighting fixture dealers 
will then very quickly start training 
their salesmen lighting experts 
and not fakers, and they will them- 
selves seek reputation for success- 
ful lighting installations rather than 
reputation for low prices. And 
both the owners and the fixture deal- 
ers will the gainers it.

RTICLE 28. PAYMENTS WITHHELD. The Architect
